THE PAULIST FATHERS. 
HE Paulist Fathers, known officially as the Missionary. Society of St. Paul the 


and congre- 


Apostle, were founded in 1858, in New York. They are the only community 
of priests founded in America. The original Paulists were five in number, all 
Americans, all priests, all converts to the Church, among whom the leader and 
chief founder was Father Isaac T. Hecker. - 

The primary object of the Society, as that of all religious communities, is the salva- 
tion antl perfection of its members. ‘The means er ee are substantially the same 
spiritual exercises, duties, and practices as those in other religious bodies. Although 
the Paulists are numbered among those Communities in the Church, whose members do 
not take vows, nevertheless they promise to live the lives of religion, practicing the evan- 
gelical counsels of perfection, poverty, chaptity and obedience. 

The secondary, and what may be calledthe distinctive, object of the Paulists is the 
conversion of non-Catholics. While they engage in parish work and in missions to Cath- 
olics, their principal aim is to reach the sotila outside the Church. This apostolate is evi- 
| denced in their numerous missions to non-Catholics, in the publication, by the Paulist 
‘|| Press, of many books and pamphlets explahatory of Catholic doctrine, in the character 
i! of articles in their monthly magazine, THE) CATHOLIC WORLD, in their conduct of 
||| the Apostolic Mission House for the trainiag of missionaries, and in the influence the 

exert through their care of Catholic students at secular universities. This varied wrk 
for non-Catholics forms the reason for the existence of the Paulists. 

In the Community at present there are eighty priests, thirty scholastics or semin- 
arians in their house of studies, St. Paul’s College, affiliated with the Catholic University 
and twenty novices at the Paulist Novitiate, Ridgefield, Conn. The Paulists have charge 
of the following churches: St. Paul’s, New York, to which is attached the Mother House; 
Good Shepherd, also in New York; St. cg tp San Francisco, California; St. Francis de 
Sales, Wirichester, Tennessee; St. Mary’s, Chicago, Illinois; St. Austin’s, Austin, Texas; 
St. Philip. Neri’s, Portland, Oregon; St. Peter's, Toronto, Canada; St. Lawrence’s, Min- 
neapolis, Minnesota, and Santa Susanna’s, Rome, Italy, placed in charge of the Paulists

AN IMPENDING MENACE, 

will se y question the warning of Doctor 
of Harvard University, who reminds us 
that there is a sharp decline from that high spiritual pur- 
h which our country was actuated during the period 
of war. He urges that the natural re-action may become a 
real: menace. After any effort there is always relaxation, 
in the spiritual as weil as in the physical order. Doctor 
Lowell properly confines his advice to our colleges and uni- 
yersities. He says that among the strongest agencies in the 
effort to guard against these impending dangers “ought to 
bé the colleges and universities which should feel more than 
ever before their duty to keep before the minds of young men 
the eternal values and the spiritual truths that endure when 
materfal things pass away.’ 

Much has been said and written in the past few years 
of the moral force that is going to rule the world. From 
every side the duty of safeguarding the coming men and wo- 
tien of Améfica is brought to attention. It*brings to mind 
the question whether or not the eternal spiritual truths, the 
great moral force, can be conserved without the foundation 
of religion. Can morals be taught on any other basis than 
religion? Can we get the sunlight without the sun? We must 
draw the line that marks the difference between right and 
wrong. Is there a definite moral code or is morality nothing 
more than a conventionality, something varying with age, 
race and climate? We must define morals. The Mormon 
finds nothing contrary to morals in a plurality of wives, just 
as the Turk finds the finest expression of morality in the 
harem. The Hottentot sees no wrong in human sacrifice or in 
making merry over a meal of human flesh. We have the ma- 
terlalists, the pantheists, the agnostics. They recognize no 
right or wrong in {tself, but hold that each age and each con- 
dition of civilization has its own special code of morality. 
We have the theology of John Calvin which teaches that ev- 
ery act of man is controlled by a force over which he has no 
power. Has God established a religion, a form of worship, 
a definite code of morals? 

There is real reason to believe that we have forgotten 
the high ideals that inspired us to enter the war. The pen- 
dulum has swung far back The ideals that sustained us 
through the long dark nights of war are sneered at by many 
public men. Material reconstruction is insistent in its de- 
mands. Under all this pressure the work of keeping “be- 
fore the minds of young men the eternal] values and the spir- 
itual truths that endure when material things pass away” 
is not going to be so simple. We must build upon a solid 
Spiritual values spring from religion.
